H/dU)&y iadlcatea he resigned fron the Hungarian Foreign Serrloe lo October 
X9Ut staying In Sweden untlX 19l|6« Of Ovaaii ethnic origlii^ (folksdeutaehe)^ 
tUStOST baa been reported of Monarchist ^^ fak ggoond as far as Hdngarlan poXltlce 
are ooneemed and as a knoim. Angiophila^ Re v:»s eloseXy associated with 
AdalxaX HCRTHX and was dlsdUhaed fron the Hungarian di^aonatio tervlce whan 
retired* HAROSI arrived in Spain In X9b6 where he unsueoessfhXXy In-* 
vested sooe funds in a minliig venture and aaqperlencad flnanelaX dlfflouXtiee 
erven though ha received heXp fron the British* 

Inasnuch as the Spanish Oovemaent has never reeognlead the present Oovnunlat 
ragiaa In Eod^pest nor since World War II exchanged official diploma tlo rapre^ 
SMitatlves^ the affairs of the Royal Hungarian Legation in Madrid were iq> to 
ewly X9h9 handled by the fenaer chancellor of tha L^satlon* then in April 
X9b9> the Spanlah Hinistry of Foreign Affairs handed the Legation building over 
to Fereno KAROST who was llTlng in Hadrld as a private oltlsen* HAHQ6T, as an 
aati«-cQBBanlst exile, «x*ldnlst«r and r^rresttatatlve of the Hungarian Hatlonel 
Goemlttee, was recognised by tha %aniards on a quasi-official basis as the 
rightful dlplenatlo custodian of Hungarian affairs in Spain and vas given the 
hoaoorary or courtesy tljtsla of Hlniater which he enAoya to date* the Legation 
presunaHy represents o6n«Cointmlst Hungary and la charged with natters in- 
volving Hungarian exiles* Rr« and Itrs* H^iiOSY rsslde at the Legation proper 
which is located at Castallana U9> ^adri<b and are not very active In Madrid 
society* KAEOST oocasaiooolly Issues passports and entertains the Hungarian 
colony* In the past it has been reported that the Legation personn^ appear 
to be in a rather precarious finanelal state* Infomatloa dated 15^ reports 
that MAKQST was the leader of the pro-Oarean bloc In the Hungarian. Foreign 
Office which accounts for tha anieoslty toward bin afforded by sose of the 
fodgres* He Is described as net^ particularly clever and probably not a war 
crlnlnal* It was sald^ however, that he would Dpt have been allowed to serve
